Sex fiend Jailed 
for nine years

A PREDATORY sex fiend who 
grabbed a 12-year-old schoolgirl 
and sexually assaulted her had 
tried to rape another girl when 
he was aged 14. 

Michael Collyer, now 37, admitted 
the serious sexual assault on the 12- 
year-old at Haverhill last luly when 
he appeared at Ipswich Crown 
Court last week. 

Collyer, of Hundon Place, Haverhill, was 
jailed for nine years by Judge John Devaux, 
who said he should serve a minimum of 
four-and-a-half years, and be released only 
when the parole board was satisfied he no 
longer presented a danger to the public. 

Martyn Levett, prosecuting, said two 12- 
year-old girls were walking on the Railway 
Walk footpath in July last year when they saw 
a man on a bench. 

As they walked along, the man ran 
towards them and grabbed them. 

One managed to struggle free and called 
the police but the other was pulled into a 
nettled area. The man then sexually 
assaulted her. 

He told her not to scream and threatened 
to find her again if she told anyone. The 
traumatised girl went to her friend’s house 
for help, saying she had believed “she was 
going to die”.

Drivers facing 
police action 


SPEEDING motorists and 
those not wearing seatbelts 
will pay the price, during a 
week-long enforcement 
campaign by Suffolk police. 

The purge is being co-ordin¬ 
ated by Tispol, the European 
Traffic Police Network, and will 
end on Sunday. 

During the week, Suffolk offi¬ 
cers have been carrying out in¬ 
creased checks and enforcement 
throughout the county and the 
chances of being caught for 
speeding and seatbelt offences 
has been greatly increased. 

By law, everyone travelling in a 
car or a goods vehicle, where 
seatbelts are fitted, must wear 
appropriate restraints. Children 
must also have the correct type of 
protection. 

Motorists and passengers 
caught not wearing seatbelts will 
be issued with fixed penalty 
notices. 

Motorists caught speeding will 
also face a fixed penalty notice 
with the addition of three points

on their licence. Certain offences 
could see drivers taken to court 
where they could face larger fines 
and be disqualified from driving. 

Although Suffolk Constabulary 
regularly carries out these checks 
and remains committed to 
making the county’s roads safer 
throughout the year, the week- 
long campaign is aiming to 
highlight the issues through 
education and enforcement. 

Chief Inspector Mike Bacon, of 
Suffolk’s Roads Policing Unit, 
said: “Safety on Suffolk’s roads is 
a priority all year round but this 
campaign is a chance to reinforce 
some key messages. 

“We want drivers to realise that 
speeding and seatbelt offences 
are some of the main causation 
factors of fatal and serious-injury 
collisions. 

“Driving at excessive speed is a 
contributory factor in a great 
number of collisions. When 


driving you can be met by 
something unexpected at any 
moment and, while a collision 
may be unavoidable, you can 
greatly reduce the chances of 
doing serious harm if you are 
travelling at the speed limit 
designated for the road you’re 
travelling on. 

“Just a couple of miles an hour 
too fast can make all the differ¬ 
ence between having a collision 
or completing your journey 
safely. 

“In terms of seatbelts, it seems 
that some people forget they are 
there to save lives. 

“Even on the shortest trips and 
at low speeds the importance of 
seatbelts cannot be underesti¬ 
mated. Putting on a seatbelt is 
such a simple task and can mean 
the difference between life and 
death. 

“It’s a minority of drivers who 
feel they are above the law and 
it’s these motorists we will be 
targeting.” 
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Man stole painkilling 
gas from St John HQ

A DRUG user stole cylinders of 
painkilling gas from ambulance 
stations, a court heard. 

Ryan Sawyer, 20, was part of a trio of 
hoodie-wearing thieves who stole 
entonox gas from the St John Ambulance 
headquarters in Haverhill and the 
nearby East of England Ambulance 
Service Station. 

He had taken a cocktail of drugs 
during the day before the burglaries, 
magistrates at Bury St Edmunds were 
told. 

Sawyer, of Osprey Road, Haverhill, ad¬ 
mitted two burglary charges and was 
made the subject of a 12-month 
community order including nine 
months’ supervision by a probation 
officer and 40 hours’ unpaid work. 

He was also ordered to pay £150 
compensation to the St John Ambulance 
and £40 prosecution costs. 

Sarah-Jane Atkins, prosecuting, said 
the theft of entonox cylinders from the 
ambulance service and other medical 
facilities had become a problem since 
the painkilling gas had become a “drug 
of choice” for ravers. 

She said the number of thefts had 
caused difficulties for the ambulance 
service and voluntary organisations like 
the St John Ambulance. 

She said police were alerted when 
there was a report that three youths had 
broken into the St John Ambulance 
centre in Burton End at about 5.30am on 
Thursday, August 20. 

An entonox administration kit worth 
£500 was stolen. 

Police searched the nearby Clements 
estate and found the group. Two of them, 
Sawyer, and a youth, were detained. But 
the third youth got away. 

Officers checked the ambulance 
station in Camps Road and found that 
an entonox cylinder had been stolen 
from an external store after a padlock 
had been cut. 

Mrs Atkins said one cylinder had been 
recovered by the police but the other was 
still missing. She said Sawyer told 
officers they had intended to sell the 
cylinders to “the rave scene”. 

Nick Wray, defence solicitor, said 
Sawyer had got into the rave scene and 
drug-taking when he moved into a 
shared house in the town. He started 
taking ketamine and cocaine. 

He said Sawyer had now moved back 
to his parents’ home and had been 
seeking help for his drug taking which 
had left him with a depressive illness.

Collyer viewed indecent images 
of children on his computer before 
the attack. 

Traces of his DNA were found 
on the girl’s clothes. 

Mr Levett said: “The defendant 
uses the internet for sexual 
satisfaction, spending four to six 
hours a day chatting to females. 

“He has a preoccupation with 
sex and is likely to be at risk of 
committing further offences in the 
future.” 

Mr Levett told the court it was 
Collyer’s third conviction for a 
sexual offence. 

In 1986, he was sent to a young 
offenders’ institution for five 
months for trying to rape an 8- 
year-old girl. 

A psychiatric report then said it 
was “not improbable” he would 
offend again. 

In 2003, he was convicted of 
having indecent images of 
children on his computer and in 
2005, he sent an offensive text 
message to a 13-year-old girl. 

The judge said: “In my opinion 
there is a serious risk to the public of 
you committing further offences.” 

He ordered Collyer to re-register 
on the sex offenders’ register and 
disqualified him from working 
with children indefinitely. 

He also prohibited Collyer from 
approaching children under 16 
without a parent present, or 
making any photographic or 
video images of children. 


50 jobs under threat at fragrance firm 


UP TO 50 jobs could go at 
one of Haverhill’s major 
businesses following an 
announcement this week 
that a consultation period 
with employees has begun. 

International Flavours and 
Fragrances (IFF), which 
employs around 800 staff at 


its site in Duddery Hill, 
Haverhill, announced yest¬ 
erday that employee con¬ 
sultation had started over the 
possible job losses. 

Staff were told that after a 
review of its UK fragrance 
ingredients operations, the 
company could close a 
portion of its chemical plant. 


A spokesman said it was 
possible that up to 50 jobs 
could be axed in Haverhill. 

He said: “The decision to 
enter into this consultation 
was not taken lightly. 

“IFF deeply values its emp¬ 
loyees and the many cont¬ 
ributions they have made to 
the company’s success. 


“Should the redundancies 
go ahead, a comprehensive 
support programme will be 
put in place for all affected 
staff.” 

Trading will continue as 
normal during the consult¬ 
ation period. 

IFF has been operating in 
Haverhill for 52 years.

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Health chiefs ready if 
swine flu makes surge 


HEALTH chiefs in Suffolk 
are planning for a poss¬ 
ible autumn surge in 
swine flu cases as children 
returned to school this 
week. 

As part of this, the NHS 
Suffolk area now has some 18 
local pharmacies operational as 
antiviral collection points - 
where flu friends can go with 
their unique reference number 
to get medication. 

Planning is also in place to 
ensure a further nine pharm¬ 
acies are operational as antiviral 
collection points over the 
coming weeks. 

NHS Suffolk is continuing to 
work closely with partner 
organisations - including GPs 
and hospitals - to be prepared 
for an anticipated rise in swine 
flu cases in the autumn. 

Dr Brian Keeble, flu director 
at NHS Suffolk, said: “We are 
anticipating a possible surge in 
cases after people return from 
their holidays and children go 
back to school. But this is no 
reason for alarm. The same

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advice still stands - make sure 
you practice good hand hygiene 
by washing hands frequently 
with soap and water, partic¬ 
ularly before eating. This will 
reduce the chance of you getting 
the flu. 

“Also, by covering your nose 
and mouth when coughing or 
sneezing, and using a tissue 
when possible, you reduce the 
chance of passing bugs on.”

A MUM has made an 
impassioned plea for 
people to be more tolerant 
of children playing near 
their homes. 

Debbie Chamberlain, of Vetch 
Walk, Haverhill, said she was 
unhappy that Havebury Housing 
had stopped cutting the grass in 
the area to discourage children 
from playing there. 

Mrs Chamberlain has three 
sons, one 15, one 13 and one 10, 
with the 13-year-old diagnosed 
with ADHA. 

She said: “I have to keep a 
constant watch on him 24-7 and 
he cannot go further away. He is 
usually the oldest out there, most 
of the children are between 4and 
10 and they are not doing any 
damage or harm. 

“For the past four years it has 
been the same every summer 
with complaints about the 
children out playing and we have 
had the police up here about it. 

“We get 16 and 17-year-olds up 
here riding motor bikes with no 
helmets on, but you don’t see the 
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police. The council and the police 
think by letting the grass grow 
very long it will stop this so called 
problem, but it will cause 
problems like children and adults 
walking in dog poo and even glass 
that will be unseen. 

“So what do we pay our council 
tax for, so much for public 
services. We think the council and 
police should spend more time 
trying to stop things like car crime 
in the area and catch the thugs 
that are responsible and let our 
children get on with enjoying 
their childhood. 

“We would rather have our 
children close to home so we can 
keep an eye on them, rather than 
them walk the streets getting into 
trouble, or worse still being 
attacked.” 

A spokesman for Havebury said 
it was working closely with 
residents and the local Safer 
Neighbourhood Team to resolve 
the problems. Last year, at the 


request of many residents, 
Havebury piloted a scheme to let 
the grass grow longer on some 
estate greens to encourage 
youngsters to play in designated 
areas away from housing. Signs 
were also put up discouraging ball 
games. 

The scheme had divided 
residents, those without children 
welcoming it, but families felt it 
was unfair to stop children 
playing outside their homes. 

Shorter sections of grass had 
been left where young children 
could play safely and none of it 
left so long that it would hide 
dangerous objects. 

Havebury Neighbourhood 
manager John Feveyear said: 
“Opinion is divided on this issue 
which puts Havebury in a difficult 
position as it is impossible to 
please everyone. However, the 
safety of our residents, particular¬ 
ly children, is our main concern.” 

A police spokesman said no 
complaints had been received 
about children playing or riding 
motor cycles in the area.

MOST emergency phone 
calls in Suffolk are 
answered in less than two 
seconds, according to the 
latest figures. 

Figures from Suffolk Constab¬ 
ulary show that during the past 
year, police answered 999 calls 
after an average of just 1.8 
seconds. 

In December, 2008, Suffolk 
Constabulary signed up to the 
national policing pledge, which 
includes 10 points that all police 
forces agreed to abide by in 
order to deliver the highest 
standards for the public. One of 
the targets is to aim to answer 
999 calls within 10 seconds. 

From April 1 to September 6 
this year, Suffolk police received 
50,600 calls on the 999 
emergency number at an 
average of 318 per day. Of these 
calls, 48,328 or 95.5 per cent 
were answered within 10 
seconds. The national target, set 
by the government, is 90 per 
cent. 

During the same period the 
previous year, Suffolk received 
43,497 emergency calls at an 
average of 274 per day. Of these

calls 41,329 or 95 per cent were 
answered within 10 seconds. 

Suffolk also performs well in 
comparison to other counties. 
In the final quarter of 2008 
Suffolk had the 11th highest 
percentage of answering 
emergency calls within 10 
seconds at 95.31 per cent. The 
average of all the 43 forces in 
England and Wales was 91.75 
per cent. 

Temporary Assistant Chief 
Constable Martin Jelley said: 
“Suffolk police continue to 
perform at a very high standard 
when it comes to answering 
emergency calls. We have been 
consistently around the 95 per 
cent mark of answering 999 
calls within 10 seconds for the 
past two years and we aim to 
improve this even further. 

“Calls on the emergency 
number can be a matter of life 
and death and it is vital we 
continue to get this area right, in 
doing so we hope that local 
people will feel safer and feel 
that we are doing a good job.” 


Cable plea 
after power 
supply cut 

HUNDREDS of homes in the Haverhill 
area were left without power for several 
hours following two separate faults. 

At 2.28pm on Tuesday, September 1, 
power was interrupted to 211 customers 
in the area of Moonhall Business Park 
when an underground power cable was 
damaged by a third party. 

EDF Energy engineers made repairs 
and restored power to customers in 
stages, and to all by 6.45pm with the 
exception of one business premises 
where power was restored at 4.35am the 
following day. 

In the second incident, at about 
2.30pm, power was interrupted to 1,153 
customers in the Ehringshausen Way 
and Wratting Road area due to a fault 
which developed on an underground 
cable. 

Engineers restored power to 485 
customers within five minutes, and to 
the majority by 5.33pm. Power was 
restored to the final customers affected 
at 3.25am last Wednesday.

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After years of darkness, radio 
show brings light to Oliver’s life

P ERCHED on a 
wall, sitting in 
a shaft of late 
afternoon sun, 
Oliver Longden is in 
a reflective frame of 
mind. The 30-year- 
old is, he says, in a 
good place at the 
moment: he’s got 
great friends, he 
enjoys his job, he’s 
studying for a 
second 
degree... 

“If someone had told 
me three years ago that 
I’d be here now, living 
the life I’m living now, I’d 
have laughed bitterly 
and ordered another 
drink,” Oliver admits, 
with a wry smile. “Life is 
really, really good; better 
than I could have ever 
imagined, to be honest.” 

To meet Oliver now - a 
witty, engaging and 
fiercely bright man - it 
seems incredible that, 
those three short years 
ago, he was literally 
crippled by depression. 

Some days he couldn’t 
get out of bed, let alone 
leave the house. 

Drinking heavily, he 
suffered terrifying bouts 
of psychosis. And he 
repeatedly tried to take 
his own life. 

“There was a time 
when I thought it hadn’t 
been a good week unless

I’d been down to hospital 
to get stitched up in 
some way,” Oliver 
continues, giving a dry 
laugh. 

Pulling up a sleeve, to 
reveal a forearm cross- 
hatched with scars, he 
explains: “I used to self- 
harm a lot; I once tried to 
count how many scars 
I’ve got and I couldn’t... 
and I’ve got plenty of 
suicide attempts to my 
name. 

“At the time, I would 
never have believed it - 
but I know now that 
recovery is possible.” 

Oliver credits many 
things with aiding his 
recovery, including both 
medication and therapy. 
But he says one thing, in 
particular, was key: 
becoming part of the 209 
radio show Making 
Mental Notes. 

A live hour-long show, 
which airs once a month, 
it is written, produced 
and presented by local 
people who are 
suffering, or have 
suffered, from mental ill- 
health. The brainchild of 
two Cambridge 
organisations, Arts and 
Minds and Lifecraft, it 
gives people with mental 
health problems a voice. 

“When I joined the 
team I was still in the 


process of recovering 
from this illness, an 
illness which had 
dominated my life for 10 
years,” says Oliver. “And I 
found it an 

overwhelmingly positive 
experience. 

“What I really needed 
was a bit of confidence. 
And doing the radio 


show, rising to the 
demands of doing it, 
gave me that confidence. 
I realised I was able to do 
something really useful, 
of value to the 
community, and that 
helped me move 
forward.” 

Oliver was diagnosed 
with depression in his 


late teens. He first 
showed symptoms while 
studying for his A- levels; 
by the time he reached 
university, his mental 
health was on a 
downward slide. 

“A bit like any other 
traumatic experience, it’s 
very difficult to 
remember exactly what 


happened,” says Oliver. 

“I was very introspective 
and spent a lot of time 
on my own and, as I got 
older, my morbid and 
introspective streak grew 
wider and wider... 

“The depression 
became more serious 
again after I graduated: I 
was living what could 


politely be termed a 
Bukowski-esque life, a 
life of menial jobs, 
misery and heavy 
drinking.” 

First prescribed anti¬ 
depressants at the age of 
18, by 25 Oliver says he’d 
“had pretty much every 
one available”. But still 
his mental health was up

and down: on the ups, 
Oliver could “function 
enough to be useful and 
hold down a job”; on the 
downs he “stayed in bed 
for days at a time”. 

The situation came to a 
head when, in 2006, 
Oliver plummeted to a 
whole new depth of 
depression: still self- 
harming and having 
suicidal thoughts, he 
started to suffer from 
bouts of severe 
psychosis. 

“I’d find it difficult to 
leave the house because 
an all-pervading evil 
seemed to be in the 
atmosphere,” he 
explains. “On one 
memorable occasion I 
was chased down the 
street by a balloon I was 
convinced was the grim 
reaper -1 didn’t leave the 
house for two days after 
that. By the end of 20061 
was totally incapable of 
functioning in any way.” 

Thanks to Cameo, the 
NHS early intervention 
service (aimed at 17 to 
35-year-olds suffering 
from psychosis for the 
first time), Oliver was 
referred for treatment, a 
combination of 
medication and intensive 
therapy. 

“The tablets are very 
poorly understood by the 
average person,” says 
Oliver. “They worked for 
me; they allowed me to 
function. The way I see it, 
it’s just like any other 
illness: if you have a 
headache, you take an 
aspirin.” 

As well as doing a 
range of therapy, 
including cognitive 
behavioural work, Oliver 
quit drinking and started 
to attend Alcoholics 
Anonymous. “I was 
drinking far, far too 
heavily,” he says, simply. 
“I made a whole raft of 
life-changes. And it 
wasn’t that long before I 
started to see results.” 


Initially, Oliver was too 
ill to work. But, as he 
gradually began to 
recover, he started doing 
voluntary jobs - which 
led him to join the team 
behind Making Mental 
Notes, a programme 
which includes 
everything from film and 
book reviews to mental 
health news. 

As a writer, researcher 
and presenter, Oliver 
took part in the first 
season of the show, 
which came to an end 
this summer; a second 
season is planned for 
later this year. “It takes 
passion and 

commitment and quite a 
lot of time,” admits 
Oliver. “But it is 
absolutely worth it; I 
learned so many new 
skills.” 

Making Mental Notes 
costs around £3,500 a 
year to run. Designed to 
appeal to members of the 
general public, as well as 
people who are part of 
the mental health 
system, part of the show’s 
brief is to debunk some 
of the myths surrounding 
mental illness. 

“There is definitely still 
a stigma,” admits Oliver. 
“We went out to do some 
street-based interviews 
and one of the questions 
we asked was how you’d 
feel if someone with a 
mental health diagnosis 
moved in next door. 

“One woman said ‘I 
really wouldn’t be happy’; 
when we asked why, she 
said ‘Because I’ve got 
children’. All that really 
shows is that she hadn’t 
ever thought about 
mental health or what it 
means to have a mental 
illness. She just thought 
of it as something bad, 
something she’d need to 
protect her children 
from.” 

Although Making 
Mental Notes is funded by 
a range of organisations, 


Arts and Minds and 
Lifecraft have 
spearheaded the project. 

Arts and Minds, the 
working title of the 
Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough 
Foundation for the Arts 
and Mental Health, 
promotes access to all 
forms of the arts for 
mental health service 
users (research shows 
that participating in the 
arts is good for mental 
well-being). 

Lifecraft is a self-help 
organisation. Run by 
users and ex-users of 
mental health services in 
and around Cambridge, 
it provides social contact, 
weekly group activities 
and support, counselling, 
information and 
opportunities for work. 

Since working on 
Making Mental Notes, 
Oliver has got a new job 
with the library service in 
Cambridge. For a self- 
confessed bookworm, 
who demolishes several 
novels a week, it’s clearly 
a happy fit. He is also 
part-way through doing a 
second degree, this time 
with the OU, in history 
and psychology. 

“When people said 
positive things to me, like 
‘You can get better’, I 
always heard it as ‘You 
could be better. So why 
the hell aren’t you?’,” says 
Oliver. “It’s hard to say 
anything to someone 
who’s mentally ill and 
really suffering without 
sounding patronising. 

“But what I would say 
is that there is help out 
there. And I would also 
encourage anyone with 
mental health problems 
to try to get involved with 
something in the local 
community - something 
like Making Mental 
Notes. 

“It’s hard. To start with, 
it’s really, really hard. But 
it genuinely does help.”

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McGough’s pen to 
bring house down 


ROGER McGough is a man of 
many parts. Poet, performer, 
pop star and playwright, he 
has always been an 
enthusiastic populariser of the 
arts. 

Both as one third of the poetic trio 
whose work appeared in the best¬ 
selling The Mersey Sound and as the 
genial host of BBC Radio Four’s 
Poetry Please, McGough has 
devoted a large part of his creative 
life to taking the po face out of poetry. 
But even such a Renaissance Man as 
McGough is happy to add a few new 
skills to his portfolio of talents. Take 
his latest incarnation as a lively and 
inspired adaptor of the 17th century 
comedies of the French dramatist 
Moliere. 



In 2008, he tackled Tartuffe, 
Moliere’s biting attack on religious 
hypocrisy and now McGough has 
turned his attention to The 
Hypochondriac, in which Moliere 
ridicules the pretensions of the 
medical profession and mocks the 
health-obsessed dupe whom 
they exploit. 

Yet for all his proven success in so 
many different fields, McGough is a 
modest man who invariably doubts 
his own credentials when given a 
new challenge. “I’m always inclined 
to say no at first.” Such was his 
response when Gemma Bodinetz, 
artistic director for the Liverpool 
Everyman and Playhouse, rang him 
with an intriguing offer. 

“Gemma said that she’d like me to 
do something for Liverpool’s 
impending Year of Culture and that 
she was thinking of directing a 
production of Tartuffe and did I know 
the play? Initially I rather dismissed 
the idea. I was rather hoping that she 
might be interested in one of my own 
plays that hadn’t seen the light of day 
for some time and so I sent her a 
copy of Summer With Monika. But 
Gemma ignored all this and asked 
me again if I were interested in 
adapting Tartuffe. I’d read French at 
university and so I had come across 
Moliere without really knowing his 
work. 

“So I agreed to take several 
existing versions of the play with me 
when I went on a Saga cruise as a 
kind of writer in captivity. I couldn’t 
think of an excuse not to do it 


and since I’d only be required to do 
two hour-long shows in the two 
weeks of the cruise, I knew that I’d 
have time on my hands. So I 
gradually got into the task.” 

McGough downplays his own 
dramatic skills. 

“I’ve never felt that I’ve 
really cracked the business of writing 
plays.” he confesses. “Everyone 
says witty things in my work for the 
stage and so all the characters tend 
to sound the same. 

“Often what I’ve written for the 
theatre or the screen has 
had touches of surrealism as in The 
Commission which I wrote for 
Peter James at the Everyman in 
1967. It was about a man who’d 
been commissioned to write a play 
but who is unable to finish it. This 
was the type of work I was doing just 
as playwrights such as Alan 
Bleasdale and Willy Russell were 
beginning to write about the Liverpool 
working classes and so I missed out 
completely on that school.” 

But he found Moliere a very 
congenial writing partner. 

“Fie supplied the plot and the cast 
of characters and as I started to work 
on the version, I surprised myself by 
how quick I was in coming up with 
the lines.” 

Tartuffe turned out to be one of the 
biggest successes of the City of 
Culture theatre programme and 
naturally Gemma Bodinetz was keen 
to have another sip of the unique 
blend of Moliere and McGough. But 
which play was it to be?

“I looked at The School For Wives 
and at The Hypochondriac which I felt 
at first was too scatological for me. 
Flowever, once again it was time for 
the Saga cruise and once again I took 
a number of previous versions of a 
Moliere play with me. Again I was 
initially a bit dubious. 

“In the original, there are a number 
of interludes which were clearly 
designed to please the king: the story 
would mark time while the speciality 
acts came on and did their stuff. I 
wondered how I could get round this 
problem. I knew I’d eventually have to 
be brave and cut all this extraneous 
material. Once again, once I’d started, 
it came very easily. When I eventually 
looked at the original version, I saw 
immediately Moliere hadn’t written it in 
verse. Had I known this, I’d have 
probably stuck to prose as well. But 
this time around I was more sure of 


myself and I felt able to add a few 
jokes of my own. And if Moliere had 
brought the house down when the 
play was first performed in 1673, then 
I wanted to do the same for him in 
2009.” 

Compared with the limited 
knowledge of a 17th century doctor, 
today’s medical practitioner is infinitely 
more skilled and is able to cure us of 
diseases which would have proved 
fatal in Moliere’s day. 

Nevertheless there are distinct 
parallels between Moliere’s era and 
our own. 

Despite its French origins, The 
Hypochondriac is full of traditional 
British lavatory humour, although, as 
McGough points out, it may be 
traditional Gallic lavatory humour as 
well. 

“There isn’t anything lavatorial in 
my version that I haven’t taken from 


Moliere’s original,” he protests. 

Now in his early 70s, McGough is 
still very much a welcome presence 
on the poetry-reading circuit. 

“At the moment I have a new book 
of poetry, That Awkward Age, to read 
from but perhaps I’ll stop going on the 
road when there are no new poems to 
introduce. 

“I’ve written about the ageing 
process and now people come up to 
me after the event and they thank me 
for sharing my vulnerability with them 
and for sharing with them the pain of 
growing old with such humour.”

How to keep 
lawn bugs at 


W hile it is good to 

encourage wildlife 
into our gardens, 
there are some insects and 
animals which will play 
havoc with our lawns this 
autumn. 

Major pests which can 
transform a lawn from stunning to 
shabby in a matter of months 
include leatherjackets, better 
known in their adult form as 
daddylonglegs (orcraneflies). 

The adult cranefly lays its eggs 
in autumn, and the larvae can 
devour a lawn over the winter 
months, leaving a patchy and 
unsightly mess by summer. 

The recent milder winters have 
exaggerated the problem, allowing 
a longer feeding period for the 
leatherjackets. Tell-tale signs of an 
infestation begin to show in 
spring, when you will notice bald 
patches and white grass on the 
lawn. 

As with most things, prevention 
is better than cure. To avoid this 
occurring the lawn should be 
treated in autumn, when the earth 
is still warm and moist. 

The most environmentally- 
friendly method is a biological 
remedy known as a nematode, 
which reacts best under these 
conditions, according to lawn-care 
specialists TruGreen ( www.tru 
green.co.uk) 

Lawn enthusiasts may see other 
creatures such as worms and ants 
as pests. But while worm casts 
may drive some gardeners mad, 
remember that they are 
conditioning and aerating the soil 
under the lawn roots, so just brush

the casts away on a dry morning. 

Ant-hills may also appear on 
your lawn, but ants provide food 
for green woodpeckers, so again 
just brush them away if they’re 
annoying you. 

Brown patches caused by bitch 
urine are another problem. The 
only answer is to provide the 
animal with her own toilet area. 
Male dog urine doesn’t scorch. If 
you see it happening, throw a 
bucket of water over the affected 
area or go over it thoroughly with 
the hosepipe to stop the grass 
scorching. 

Chafer grubs gnaw at the grass 
roots in spring and summer, 
leaving small brown patches of 
grass. They often appear in sandy 
areas, but they aren’t as 
troublesome as leatherjackets, 
and control measures aren’t often 
needed. Use a roller in spring to 
crush the grubs. 

Moles are one of the main 
nuisances to lawn enthusiasts, 
destroying the even surface of the 
grass as hills pop up all over the 
place. Some people throw 
mothballs down the holes to 
discourage them, others use 
paraffin, burning paper, creosote 
or emulsified castor oil. There are 


pesky 

bay 

a number of deterrents on the 
market ranging from solar devices, 
which deter them by sonic 
vibration, to plain old traps. 

If you can’t get rid of them, 
collect up the mole-hill earth to 
use as a lawn-top dressing. 

Birds will not generally damage 
an established lawn, but they can 
be a nuisance on newly-seeded 
areas as they use the seed bed as a 
dust bath. To avoid part of the 
problem, try to get rid of the 
underground grubs such as 
leatherjackets which attract them. 

Once you have seeded the lawn, 
stretch fruit netting taut between 
pegs 10cm above the ground over 
the newly-seeded area. 

One type of bee, the mining bee, 
makes its nest under lawns and 
paths, leaving a small conical 
mound of earth on the surface, but 
this can simply be scattered before 
mowing and doesn’t need drastic 
action. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Callicarpa (Beauty berry) 

The beauty of this deciduous 
shrub is seen in the autumn when 
the leaves have turned red or 
violet. When they fall, they reveal 
beautiful purple berries on bare 
stems, which last until Christmas. 

Among the best is C bodinieri 
var giraldii ‘Profusion’, which grows 
to around three metres and 
produces pale pink flowers in 
midsummer before its leaves turn 
red, coinciding with clusters of 
shining, bright violet berries. 

A smaller, more delicate variety 
is C japonica, which reaches about 
lm in height and produces pink 
flowers and violet berries. 

Callicarpa are happiest in full 
sunshine or light, dappled shade, 
in well-drained, fertile soil. They 
are best planted in groups to 
ensure that berries are formed. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 
Basil 

It’s a bit of a tricky one because it 
likes a warm climate and 
protection from bad weather, but if 
you love the delicious flavour, it’s 
worth persevering. 

Basil seeds are also expensive, so 
you might take a leaf out of TV 
gardener Joe Swift’s latest book and 
buy a pot of live basil from a 
supermarket in late spring, knock 
out the contents and divide the 
clumps of seedlings into individual 
plants. 

Joe grew his outside on his 
allotment. He gave the pot a good 
watering, knocked out the 
contents and divided the clumps, 
planting them around 15cm apart, 
watered them again and waited. 

“I got a few complaints, mainly 
from plant centres and herb 
specialists saying I couldn’t do 
what I’d just done. They said the 
plants would fail,” he says. 

“Despite an abysmal month of 
weather, the plants not only 
survived but positively thrived. I 
was cutting fresh basil for weeks.” 

If you split the plant, plant it in 
well-drained soil and protect it 
with a cloche, it should be okay. 

Basil hates frost, so any sowings 
will need to be indoors on a sunny 
windowsill until May or June.

ESP to be a must 


HERE’S a car conundrum: you 
can’t see it, you may not even 
know you have it, but you 
benefit vastly from it and, by 
2014, every new motor has to 
have it. 

What is it? 

It’s the Electronic Stability 
Programme, or ESP 

Introduced by Bosch 14 years 
ago, ESP is a life-saving safety 
system which combines three 
technologies. 

It is a vehicle active chassis 
braking safety programme, which 
can prevent a car going into a 
potentially dangerous skid. It 
marries anti-lock braking, traction 
control and electronic stability. 

Bosch has put together a special 
website if you want to see this life- 
saver in action. Go online to 
www.bosch-esperience.co.uk to 
view track-driving demonstrations, 
and animations of how the kit 
works. 

It has been so successful since its 
1995 launch that more and more 
makers have striven to make ESP a 
standard-fit on new cars. 


Safety device to be law by 2014 


Some 81 per cent of new cars 
registered in Germany last year, for 
instance, came with ESP. That’s 
good, but for a system that can 
prevent up to 80 per cent of all 
skidding accidents, it should be a 
more universal fit. 

The market that currently misses 
it most is that of small cars - yet it’s 
just as important here as it is in 
larger motors. 

The US already has legislation in 
place to make ESP mandatory in 
new vehicles, and European 
countries’ output must have it 
fitted by 2011, before it becomes a 
legal requirement worldwide in 
2014. 

Adrian Walsh, director of 
RoadSafe, a leading UK road safety 
forum, has backed the drive for 
cheaper runabouts to have 
electronic stability control fitted 
sooner. 

Several city cars and superminis 
being sold in the UK don’t even 
offer the system as an option. 


Critical manoauvr* aith ■’ without ESP 



Superminis, for example, 
account for a third of all UK new 
car registrations, but electronic 
stability was fitted as standard on 
only 9 per cent of vehicles 
registered in the first half of 2008, 
and added as an option on another 
5 per cent. 

That means 86 per cent of 
superminis registered in the first six 
months of last year took to the 
roads without it. 

Recent research, too, by Britain’s 
Department for Transport suggests 
that vehicles equipped with ESP 
are 25 per cent less likely to be 
involved in a fatal crash than those 
without it. 

That equates to 380 fatal crashes 
and the reduction of injuries by 
7,800. 

Doctor Werner Struth, president 
of the Bosch chassis systems 
control division, says: “Small cars 
remain our main concern.” 

The other vital warning here, 
given the forthcoming 2011 
European legislation, is for this 
year’s new-car buyers to ensure 
they source a vehicle that has ESP 
fitted - otherwise they could find 
potential customers walking away 
from it at sell-on time in two or 
three years’ time.
